CHINA. 


TIENTSIN. 
The correspondent of the Worth China Herald writes as 


follows from this port :— 


Everything here is quiet in regard to political affairs. The 
Customs troubles are at an end ; and business goes on in the 
former unruffied manner. The permanent Customs Taoutai, who- 
ever he may be, has not yet made his appearance. As to Sun- 
sze-ta himself, he continues, as before, to fill the post of actin 
Customs Taoutai. There is a rumour, however, that the Centra 
Government have appointed in his stead an official named Jin, 
who was formerly Prefect here, vice Le Chaou-tang, who was 
appointed last November, but who has been compelled, it is said, 
to resign on account of ill-health. Jin is said to be at. present 
at Paouting. We are enjoying fine weather. On the 5th April 
swallows were seen here for the first time this year, which event 
tells of warm weather ; yet next morning we had one-tenth of 
an inch of ice, the production of the previous night. 

Amongst the foreign residents, the chief topic of conversation 
is the murder of Mr. Margaryin Yunnan. As you will, however, 
be better informed on that matter than we can be here, it is un- 
necessary for me to a anything further on the subject, beyond 
expressing the general regret felt at the sad event, and the sin- 
cere hope that all concerned in the murder will be punished. I 
am told that H.M.’s Minister has taken the necessary steps for 
a strict investigation into the affair, and I have no doubt he will 
insist upon the Central Government doing full justice in the 
matter, by punishing all concerned in Mr. y's death. 

For some few days back it has been the talk of the people 
here that the Governor-General has been moving the troops of 
the Southern Legion in this neighbourhood. During the last 
three days knots of men have been seen crossing over the ferry 
at the south part of the Settlement, either dressed in long red 
cotton gowns, or in short red jackets—-who, I was told, were 
the men of the Southern tepnn stationed at the Arsenal, 
which lies a couple of miles off, on the east side of the river op- 
posite the Settlement. The men in long red gowns, I fancy, are 
sergeants, and those in short red jackets are rank and file A 
great many of the men of the Southern Legion have also been 
seen going down the river in boats, or marching down the Taku 
roads ; and are said to be proceeding to the fort called Sin-chung, 
lying above Taku. From the brilliant colour of their gowns and 
jackets it is evident they are quite new ; it is, therefore, to be 

oped that red shirtings have, this spring, been yielding a hand- 
some profit in the Tientsin market. 

The training of the ponies for our spring race meeting goes on 
regularly every morning at the new racecourse—a stretch of 
ground situated outside the ramparts, two miles south of the 
British settlement, which has been rented for one year from the 
owners in the adjoining village. Messrs. Bismark, Cord 
Jackson, Twinem, and Meadows were elected, at a meeting o 
the sporting members of the community, as stewards for the 
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current year. Thus everything, as far as we can see, is going on 
favourably for a successful meeting in the early part of May. 

No notice has yet been given to the Consulates of the demise 
of the late Empress, the wife of the Emperor Tung-che, and 
visits can, as in ordinary times, be made to the territorial and 
Customs officials by the Consuls of the port. 





SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 16th 
April; the French mail from London, Feb. 26, was received on 
the 14th April. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :-— 

Mr. Medhurst has received a despatch from Mr. Wade, con- 
firming the news of Mr. Margary’s death, and stating that pass- 
ports have been obtained to enable two English officers, accom- 
panied by a Chinese official, to proceed to Yunnan to investigate 
the affair. Prince Kung has given a positive assurance that no 
one accused of participation in the outrage shall be sentenced 
until the officers sent by Mr. Wade shall have had an oppor- 
tnnity of hearing the evidence against them. This at least en- 
sures that a strict inquiry will be made on the spot, by persons 
interested in arriving at, instead of disguising, the truth. We 
presume that the two officials in question will be members of 
the Consular or Diplomatic Service. The attack is stated to 
have happened near Momein, in the Chinese jurisdiction of 
Teng-yueh-chow. Teng-yueh-chow, or rather Teng-yueb-ting, 
is a town duly registered in the “Tsin-shen,” or Chinese Civil 
List, as a residence of a “Ting” magistrate, under the Pre- 
fecture of Yung-chang-foo, in the province of Yunnan. 

The S.S.N. steamer CAzhli, which left Shanghai on the 7th 
April for Tientsin, when about 120 miles north of Shaweishan, 
and close to the scene of the recent disastrous collision between 
the steamers Ocean and Fusing, came across a mass of wreckage, 
evidently the remains and part of the cargo of the last-named 
vessel. Captain Paterson lowered hia boats, searched the spot, 
and was successful in finding Captain Andrews’s desk floating, 
and containing a barometer, sextant, and some books and other 
property; twenty logs of timber and two boat’s breakers were 
also salved. The Chihli saw no bodies. As accounting for this 
wreckage remaining so long close to the spot where the collision 
happened, it is said there is very little current or tidal way 
thereabouts. The Nanzing, which had been sent out with a 
number of coffins, in the hope of recovering some of the bodies, 
has returned from her cruise, having been unsuccessful, although 
every part of the locality was well traversed, andJook-outs were 
ae at the mast-head and deck, from daylight to dark, for two 


Ag Naval Court of Inquiry was held on the 12th April, at the 
British Consulate, under the presidency of Captain Buller, of 
H.M.’s ship Modeste, to investigate the circumstances attending 
the collision. The finding was to the effect that the instructions 
of the Board of Trade as to speed, &c., had been complied 
with by the master of the Ocean; though, considering the lo- 
cality and thick fog that prevailed at the time, the Court were 
of opinion that the speed of the Ocean might have been still 
more moderated. The efforts of the master, officers, and 
crew of the Ocean to save the drowning crew and passengers of 
the Fusing, and their care of the survivors, merited praise, 
and the certificates of the master and officers were returned to 
them. The non-entry of the occurrence in the official log was 
censured, and will, together with the slovenly manner in which 
the engineers’ and ship’s logs were kept, be brought pointedly 
to the notice of the Board of Trade. The voluminous evidence 
and the finding of the Court is to be transcribed and translated 
for the satisfaction of the Chinese authorities, who took the 

atest interest in the proceedings, the Court being numerously 
attended during the investigation by native officials of various 
des. We are credibly informed that one reason why the 
hinese authorities took such interest in the proceedings before 
the recent Naval Court was that the wives of two of the rice- 
mandarins drowned on board the Fusing committed suicide on 
the receipt of the news of their husbands’ deaths. They were 
resident at Soochow. 

The annual meeting of the North-China branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society was held on the 12th April. The reports of the 
outgoing Council, of the Librarian, and of the Curator were read, 
showing that much useful work had been accomplished during 
the past year. The following officers were then elected to serve for 
the present year :—President, Mr. Medhurst ; Vice-Presidents, 
Messrs. Wylie and Seward ; Hon. Secretary, Mr. T. G. Smith ; 
Librarian, Mr. Cordier ; Curator, Mr. Pryer ; Treasurer, Mr. 
Reding. Messrs. Kingsmill, Little, Johnson, Taintor, Rev. J. 
Thomasand Dr. Macgowan, members of Council. Mr. Wylie then 
read acontinuation of the notesof the Archimandrite Palladius, 
with reference to the travelsof Marco Polo. The present portion 
was mainly occupied with the districts lying north-west and west 
of the capital. The palace of the Yuen dynasty at Shang-du, the 
city of Cambalu and the palace there,the paper money of the Yuens, 
and the religion of the Empire, with many more topics of interest, 
formed the basis of the paper. Its reading was unfortunately 
rather prolonged, so that little time was left for discussion, or 
for the reading of the second paper of the evening, by Mr. 
Kingsmill. Mr. Kingsmill identified the Yueti with the Ephthal- 
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ites of the later Greek writers, and fthe Kiangs with the Kuru 
tribes of Indian tradition. The latter enabled him to offer a 
reasonable explanation of the myth of the Emperor Shen-ming, 
which he felt disposed to assign to the early part of the Han 
dynasty, when intercourse with India was constant. 

We learn from the Minutes of the French Council meeting of 
the 3lst March that terms of arbitration about the Yang-king- 
pang encroachment have been at last definitely agreed on. The 
English Council are not conscious of having made any encroach- 
ment, but are willing that the question whether they have done 
so should be included among the points to be submitted to the 
arbitrators. These points are, then, to be as follows :— 

1. Is the Yang-king-pang bund between the Rue Discry and the 
Rue Touranne, in its present position, an obstruction to the navigation 
of the Creek ? 

2. Does it really prejudice the interests of property owners along the 
line of the Creek ? 

3. Have the (English) Municipal Council made encroachments on 
the North Bank of the Yank-king-pang? If so, are these encroach- 
ments an obstruction to the navigation of the Creek? and do they 
really prejudice the interests of property owners ? 

The English Council suggested the 5th April for submitting 
the question to the arbitrators, but the French Council protest 
that the excess of office work incidental to the close of the year 

revents them from agreeing to that date. The Consul-General 

as Pes poset certain modifications (which are not related) in the 
electoral proceedings. The Council think changes should not be 
made on the eve of the election, and cannot give an opinion on 
the merits of those proposed without further consideration. 

We hear of a serious row between some opium-smugglers and 
li-kin tax collectors’ in the city. Three of the former undertook 
to convey nine balls of opium into the city, evading the /i-fin 
collectors. They were armed with stout bludgaowe anu an iron 
bar, and when, about noon, they were confronted by the lz-kin 
men, 2 determined fight ensued. The smugglers, who were rein- 
forced by two others of their number, had at first the best of 
the fight, some of the /:-tin men getting a severe thrashing and, 
in two cases we are told, broken limbs. Later on, however, some 
thirty more of the /z-é2n collectors having turned out, the smug- 
glers ‘were overpowered, their opium seized, and themselves 
lodged in prison, where they await inquiry and punishment. 

The subscriptions for the races this spring meeting amount, 
we hear, to upwards of Tls, 3,000 :—This sum, we believe, com- 
pares El oaiably with the amount subscribed last year for the 
comparative event. The entries for the various races have 
been closed, with the following result. First day: Chu-ka-za 
Cup, 13; the Criterion Stakes, 17; Griffins’s Plate, 42; the 
Jockey Cup, 15; the Visitors’ Cup, 20 ; the German Cup, 20 ; 
the Members’ Plate, 13. Second day: The Shanghai Cup, 14; 
the Shanghai Derby, 33 ; the Merchants’ Cup, 26; the Engi- 
neers’ Challenge Cup, 19; the Race Club Cup, 19; the Tsatlee 
Cup, 22 ; the Hurdle Race,6. Third day: The Great Northern 
Handicap, 17; the Taoutai’s Cup, 19; the Ladies’ Purse, 24; 
the Brokers’ Cup, 19 ; the Consolation Cup, 45 ; the Champion 
Sweepstakes, — ; the Steeplechase Cup, 14. Numbers like these 
should bring some good fields to the starting-post ; and, judging 
from the animated scene presented in the neighbourhood of the 
Grand Stand during the morning pows, considerable interest 
centres in the forthcoming meeting, which promises, under the 
favour of fine weather, to be a very good one. 

The sixth half-yearly meeting of shareholders in the North- 
China Insurance Com any 1872-4) has been held. The accounts 
showed a profit on the half-year of Ts. 141,844. This is the 
last ordinary meeting of the company of 1872-4, and the direc- 
tors were empowered to wind up its affairs. A special meeting 
will be called shortly to pass final accounts. The new company 
(1875-7) has been started, and is working satisfactorily. 

The annual meeting of the trustees and subscribers to the 
Chinese Hospital has been held. The accounts show that the 
new building is clear of debt, and there were Tls. 509 at credit 
of general account at the close of the year. The report showed 
that the hospital is more and more resorted to, and by better 
classes of Chinese. The question of inducing the Chinese to 
support the institution was much discussed. 

e Customs officer on duty at Ningpo, on the anival of the 
steamer Hupeh there, on the 5th eee in the course of his duty, 
in examining the baggage of the Chinese passengers, found two 
baskets containing about $3,000 worth of native jewellery. The 
man that owned them disappeared, and the Customs’ authorities, 
in conjunction with the police, still have the articles in their 
possession, in the hope of obtaining some clue. The story goes 
that a murder has been committed in Soochow, and that the 
articles found are a portion of the stolen property. We cannot, 
however, vouch in any way for the truth of the tale, which we 
give as it has reached us. 

Mr. Wade, C.B., British Minister at Peking, Mrs. Wade, and 
family have arrived here. Mrs. Wade and family proceed to 
England, and Mr. Wade returns to Peking. 

The French men-of-war Montcalm and Volta have passed out 
tosea. H.M.S. Vigilant, with Admiral Ryder on board, came 
up the river on the 12th April. 

A special meeting of land-renters at Chinkiang is called for 
the 24th April to consider the question of repairing and strength- 
ening the Bund. 
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HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend tothe 22nd April ; 
the P. and O. mail from London March 5 was received on the 
16th April. The following items of intelligence are from the 
Hong Kong Daily Press :— 

From a return published in the Gazette of the revenue and 
expenditure, it appears that the total revenue for 1874 was 
$854,799.91, and the expenditure amounted to $921,479.54, 
showing an excess of expenditure over revenue of $66,679.63. 
The increased expenditure was incurred on public works and 
buildings. At first blush this would appear far from satisfac- 
tory ; but a careful study of a comparative statement for the 
years 1873-74, shows that there is nothing to complain of. On 
the contrary, there is ground for congratulation, inasmuch as the 
revenue for the past year exhibits an increase over that of its pre- 
decessor of $7,475.56. The increase in the expenditure is satis- 
factorily accounted for. It arises almost entirely on the out- 
lay for public works. Thus, in the sum spent on public 
works and buildings there is an augmentation of $91,464.05 over 
the expenditure of 1873, and the roads, streets, and bridges 
have cost $2,353.57 more in 1874 than in the preceding year. 
The disastrous typhoon of September last is no doubt respon- 
sible for no inconsiderable portion of the above amounts. There 
are also two items included in the expenditure of the past year 
which occupied no place in that of 1873. There has been 
$35,410.64 expended on lighthouses, and $4,445 for the purchase 
of land and houses. The foregoing sums more than balance the 
increment shown in the expenditure for the past year over that 
of 1873, and a large part of it may be regarded as capital well 
irveated, since the expense will not need to be incurred again. 
The Surveyor-General has greatly improved the appearance 
and condition of Hong Kong, and tts sesidonts will, in view of 
the benefits arising from his labours, not grumble at the coat. 
In most other departments of the public service there is a slight 
decrease recorded, but most of this is swallowed up in the in- 
crease on the pensions, retired allowances, and gratuities, which 
increase amounts to $4,069.19. In the police department there 
is a decline in the expenditure of $12,025.97. Altogether, it is 
apparent that some regard has been paid to economy, and that 
the increased expenditure has been necessary for the good of the 
colony. We are no advocates of false economy, and do not 
grudge the outlay for public works when they are needed ; but 
we trust the Colonial Treasurer will next year be able to show a 
balance on the right side; and this without impairing the effi- 
ciency of any department of the public service. 

If it is true, as the Rangoon Gazette is inclined to believe, that 
the King of Burmah instigated or was accessory to the attack on 
the Burmo-Chinese Expedition, it will considerably complicate 
matters. The British Government waits to hear what Mr. Wade 
has to communicate before taking action in thematter. Perhaps 
it has been resolved to despatch two English officials to Momein 
partly on this account, since it is probable they may be able to 
gain some information there that may throw light upon the mat- 
ter, and show how far his Majesty of Burmah has really been in- 
volved in the outrage. From his antecedents it is extremely pro- 
bable that the King wasopposed tothe project of opening upa trade 
route overland. It is known that he is, likeevery other monopolist, 
an enemy of free trade. If he has indeed been guilty of parti- 
cipating in the dastardly attack which cost Mr. Margary his life, 
and brought the expedition to a sudden and unsuccessful termi- 
nation, he will assuredly be brought to book for it. We have 
had troubles with Burmah before. If its ruler either cannot 
or will not control his subjects, and if, above all, he is disposed 
to act the part of a treacherous friend, the British Government 
will know how to deal with him. If it is shown to be necessary, 
there is no particular reason why his kingdom should not be ab- 
sorbed in British Burmah. Such annexation, though not de- 
sired by our Government, would inevitably operate to the benefit 
of the people of the country. 

From the annual report of the Colonial Surgeon it is satisfac- 
tory to find that the health of the police and military is much 
improved. There has been less sickness during the past year 
among the former than in 1873, and the deaths in hospital have 
been eight, as compared with eleven in 1873. There have also 
been fewer deaths among the troops. A new civil hospital is 
much needed, and Dr. Ayres is pleased to announce that a site 
has been secured for it, and the plans have arrived from Eng- 
land. The number of admissions to this hospital has decreased 
somewhat. Considerable damage was done to the old civil hos- 
pital during the late destructive typhoon. The health of the 
prisoners in Victoria Jail has been fairly good, only one death 
occuniing during the year. The Contagious Diseases Ordinance 
has worked well in the colony. During the past year the Euro- 
pean aud American women have been brought under it. The 
general health of the colony has been fairly good, the death-rate 
not having increased appreciably. 

An emergent meeting of the shareholders of the China 
Traders’ Insurance Company has been held, to consider the

Mr. Ray read the notice calling the share- 
holders together, and Mr. Parker explained the reason for the 
meeting.

to make arrangements with regard to the debt due to the Com- 
pany. He stated the position of Messrs. Augustine Heard and 
Co.’s affairs as far as known to him, and read a statement of the 
present position of the China Traders’. Mr. Parker further 
stated that Augustine Heard and Co. owed the China Traders’ 
$200,000, and read a memo. of their liabilities and assets as far 
as known to him. He thought there would be a fair dividend, 
but as regards Fearon and Co.’s affairs he could not give any in- 
formation. 

Mr. Deacon then proposed that the resignation of Messrs, 
Augustine Heard and Co. be accepted. This was seconded and 
carried. Mr. Hayllar proposed that Mr. W. H. Ray be ap- 
pointed to carry on the business of the Company under the 
superintendence of the Consulting Committee, till the meeting 
of the 7th May, and sign policies for the Committee. This pro- 
position was seconded and carried. A resolution was then pro- 

sed that the shareholders should give their assent to Messrs. 

eard’s deed of assicnment, and this was also carried, after some 
discussion. The shares held by the partners of Messrs. Heard 
and Co. it was decided should be forfeited. 

The aborigines of the fair island of Formosa seem determined 
to make it warm for the Chinese there. Rumours have been re- 
ceived at Foochow of more fighting near Taiwanfoo, in which, 
as before, the Chinese roopa have come off second best. The 
savages are evidently unawed by any display yet made of 
Chinese military power, and hold their foes in no little contempt. 
There can be small doubt that the Imperial troops are either 


very cowardly or officered by inefficient poltroons, Probably 
there is some truth in both stppositivus. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 29th 
April, The French mail from London 26th March was re- 
ceived on the 26th April. The following summary of the news 
is from the Strats Times :-— 


The trial of the convicts concerned in the recent outbreak in the 
Singapore Jail, which resulted in such lamentable loss of life, was 
set down to come on on April 26 in the Supreme Court, before a 
special jury. The special jurors assembled in answer to their sum- 
mons ; the Attorney-General and Crown Prosecutor, as well as Mr. 
Bond, who undertook the defence of the prisoners at the request 
of Government, made their appearance, and his Honour the Chief 
Justice took his seat. The Attorney-General immediately addressed 
the Court, and, being for the most part inaudible, was under- 
stood to make an application for the postponement of the case, aq 
the depositions had not been all copied out, and Mr. Bond had not 
had proper time to read them and prepare the defence, having 
been asked to defend the prisoners only the preceding day. Mr. 
Bond was understood to say he would be ready to proceed in 
the course of a couple of days or so, but the Chief Justice 
thought it would be more expedient, especially for the conve- 
nience of the special adits to postpone the case, which is likel 
to be a lengthy one, for a week. The case was postponed accord- 
ingly. The postponement is certainly convenient, under the 
present emergent circumstances of two home-going mails during 
the week, but we would mildly remark that both Government 
and gentlemen of the law have been guilty in this instance, we 
do not say intentionally, of trifling with the time of business 
men, without any ostensible reason or cause whatever. 

The weather, of which the denizens of Singapore have been the 
victims during the last month or two, must certainly be prd- 
nounced to be most trying. First of all came down-pours of 
rain — ) 

“‘ which rain-ed every day,”’ ; 
to the discomforture and confusion of owners and trainers of 
horses for the Spring Meeting, and to the general discomfort an 
ill-temper of everybody, and this compulsory seething-bath hag 
been followed by an equally disagreeable drought, and 
enough to demoralise the most enduring and equal-minded of 
salamanders.

THE CHINESE ATTACK UPON KASHGAR. 

Sir C. Ditxe asked the Under-Secretary for India whether the 
Indian Government had any information as to the Chinese attack 
on the dominions of the Ameer of Kashgar other than that which had 
appeared in the newspapers ; and whether any instructions had been 
sent to the British Minister at Peking upon the subject. 

Lord G. Hamy.ton said two despatches had been received from 
India, one dated February 20, and the other dated March 15, contain- 
ing letters from Mr. Shaw, an officer on special duty at Kashgar. He 
stated in the first despatch that there appeared to be no immediate 
_ apprehension of a Chinese invasion ; and in the second that it was 
currently reported that somé chiefs had sent to the Ameer asking for 
assistance against Chinese attacks. Since then the Government had 
received no communication on the subject. With regard to the second 
question, he (Lord @. Hamilton) had referred to the Foreign-office, 
and had found that they had received no information relative to a 
Chineso attack upon the dominions of the Ameer of Kashgar, and 
that no instructions had been sent to Peking. 


THE CESSION OF SAGHALIEN. 

Sir C. DILkE asked the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs whether 
he could inform the House if any consideration had been paid by Rus- 
sia to Japan for the recent cession to Russia by Japan of her rights in 
the island of Saghalien. 

Mr. BousKE said negotiations with regard to the island of Saghalien 
bad been carried on at St. Petersburg between the Japanese Minister 
and the Russian Government, and Her Majesty's Government were 
informed a short time ago by the Japanese Minister that a convention 
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was signed on the 7th of this month between Japan and Russia, by 
which Japan agreed to cede a portion of the island, and received in 
exchange the Kurile Islands, which were eighteen in number, lying to 
the north of Japan. He might add that the Russians already possessed 
a large portion of the Island of Sazhalien.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, May 26. 

Ouly a fortnight will now elapse before the general elections take 
place, and one half of the membersof the Second Chamber must appeal 
to their constituents for re-election. Of coursein every district new can- 
didates are brought forward, and many seats will be disputed most en- 
ergetically. Still the struggle will be somewhat quiet, because there is 
no leading political question to agitate the electors. Some time ago the 
Anti-revolutionary party endeavoured to rouse up the nation by the so- 
called ‘‘ restitution question” (repayment by the State ofa part of the 
outlay on behalf of private schools), but since the Minister of the Home 
Department has declared that the movement did not obtain his support 
the question has been postponed by the promoters till a more favour- 
able opportunity presents itself. The elections have therefore more of 
a personal than a political character; Liberals and Conservatives in 
some districts having formed a coalition in order to defeat the clerical can- 
didates. I should be much surprised if much “ new blood ”’ is introduced 
into the Chamber. I necd scarcely add that the elections being near 
on hand, the Parliamentary business has afforded but little interest. 
The Mad Dogs Suppression Bill was carried, after it had been altered 
by the Minister, to please the Opposition, in such a sense that it has 
lost its efficacious character. At this moment the members are busy 
discussing the Bill proposing to provide us with a gold coinage. Ina 
few days the Chamber will take recess, and will not meet again before 
the latter end of June, when they will deal with the Railway Bill of 
Mr. Heemskerk, the object of which is to complete our railway system, 
and proposes to construct, on account of the State, no less than five 
important lines. The members of the First Chamber met the day 
before yesterday in order to confirm the several Bills which had been 
previously carried by the Second Chamber. 

At the Bourse a sort of agitation prevails, in consequence of a rumour 
that the Dutch Trading Company will not pay a dividend for the past 
year. The newly-appointed director, Jhr. Hartsen, seems inclined to 
make what we call a “clean ship,” and to write off all bad debts. 
The dividend has been suld and bought largely by speculators at 
prices varying between f.60 andf.5. The question remains whether 
the debtors will be obliged to pay if there is no dividend, because in 
that case the sellers will be unable to deliver what they sold. 

Mr. Loudon has not yet arrived in Holland, and report says that he 
is suffering from dysentery. 

Yesterday a meeting was held by the shareholders of the Steamship- 
ping Company “Java.” A dividend of 6 per cent. was declared, and 
@ proposal of the directors to issue a loan of f. 2,000,000 at 5 per cent. 
to build new stcamers was approved of. 

A sum of f.33,412 59c. has been collected on behalf of the victims of 
the last inundations in Java. :

ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

At the annual meeting of the Geographical Society, held on Monday, 
the 24th instant, Sir Henry Rawlinson in the chair, the following 
medals were awarded :— 

The President, addressing Count Beust, said he was proud to be per- 
mitted to deliver the medals into the hands of a statesman so well 
known and so universally respected throughout Europe. The occasion 
was one the more worthily associated with his Excellency’s name, since 
it was the first time during a long series of years that the Council had 
decided to award both its medals to members of the same expedition 
—that expedition, moreover, led by Austrian officers and supported by 
the private munificence of Austrian subjects, not only bearing honour- 
able testimony to the maritime enterprise of the nation, but having 
algo achieved the most important geographical discovery of modern 
times. Lieutenant Weyprecht, of the Austrian navy, and Lieutenant 
Payer, of the Austrian military service, had been associated for several 
years past in Arctic exploration. The President concluded as follows : 
—‘ By general consent this expedition, conducted by Lieutenants Wey- 
precht and Payer, is one of the most remarkable that has ever been 
made in the Arctic regions. It has especially attracted our admiration 
in this country as a noble instance of combined daring, skill, and en- 
durance. Weare further indebted in some degree to its successful ter- 
mination for having stimulated our own Government to send forth the 
Discovery and Alert. Wesincerely congratulate Austria on the achieve- 
ments of her gallant children, and we request your Excellency, in pre- 
senting the Founder's Medal to Lieutenant Weyprecht and the Patron’s 
Medal to Lieutenant Payer, to assure them that their English brethren 
hail them with cordiality and joy as worthy fellow-labourers in our 
common field of geographical discovery and research.” 

Count Beust, in reply, said he was fully sensible of the flattering 
terms in which the President had addressed him, and was sure his 
countrymen would also appreciate them and be proud of the testimo- 
nial conferred upon them. It was a substantial pledge of the appre- 
ciation in which their labours were heid, a pledge which both his Go- 
vernment and his countrymen would highly veluc.- i¥o wus acting In 
accordance with the desires of both when he tendered their sincere 

wishes for the success of the brilliant and gallant expedition 
which was soon to set sail from these shores to carry England’s Union 
Jack and her brave sailors to the far north. (Cheers.) 

The President then presented to Colonel T. G. Montgomerie, of the 
Trigonometrical Survey of India, a gold watch to be forwarded to Mr. 
W. H. Johnson, the explorer of the Kuen Lun and of the Khotan.— 
Colonel Montgomerie returned thanks, and gladly undertook the charge 
of sending the watch to Mr. W. H. Johnson. 

The annual geographical medals offered by the Society to the chief 
public schoo's were then presented to the successful competitors as 
follows :—Physical Geography—Gold medal, Henry Alexander Miers, 
Eton College ; bronze medal, Archibald Edward Garrod, Marlborough 
College. Political Geography—Gold medal, Sidney H. B. Saunders, 
Dulwich College ; bronze medal, William C. Graham, Eton College. 

While the ballot for the officers and council was procecding, the 
President announced that the Council had that day nominated his 
Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh honorary president.  Iis 
Royal Highness had intimated his willingness to attend the meetings 
from time to time, and to take the chair on occasions. It was, he said, 
a matter for congratulation that the Royal family took such interest in 
the Society. Her Majesty was patron, the Prince of Wales vice-patron, 
and now the Duke of Edinburgh was honorary president. The result 
of the ballot was shortly afterwards declared. Sir H. Rawlinson was 
re-elected president, and Lord Cottesloe was elected a vice-president, 
the list proposed by the Council being unanimously adopted. 

The President then delivered his address, in which he congratulated 
the Society on its increased and ever-increasing prosperity. The register 
now exhibited the imposing twtal of 3,035 fellows, of whom 2,960 were 

i and seventy-five honorary, and honorary corresponding mem- 
bers. ‘The income had also steadily advanced, until it now exceeded 
£7,000 per annum, and if they might judge from the repeated refer- 
ences that were made to them on geographical subjects from all parts 
of the world, their reputation and influence had certainly not dimi- 
nished. It must indeed be a gratifying reflection to the Fellows of this 
Society that it was mainly owing to the urgent and persistent argu- 
ments impressed by their successive presidents on Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment, and supported by the full weight of their unanimous ap- 

roval, that the great national undertaking of a Polar expedition had 
at length accomplished. The Council did not take any especial 
credit to themselves for the success which had thus attended their 
efforte ; but they did feel proud as representatives of the Society in 
having contributed to launch an enterprise which, as they believed, 
would not only yield the most valuable scientific results, but would 
redound to the honour of England, and raise still higher the profes- 
sional character of British sailors. The losses by death during the 
period under review had been exceedingly heavy, the obituary list com- 
mencing with the honoured names of Sir C. Lyell, D’Avezac, and Sir 
H. Kellett, and closing within these few days with the names of Mr. 
Findlay and Admiral Sherard Osborn, who, beloved and respected in 
this society, were also among the foremost geographers of the age. 


THE DINNER. 

In the evening the members of the Society dined at Willis’s Rooms 
—the President in the chair. Among those present were :—His Ex- 
eellency the Swedish Minister, the Duke of Manchester, Lord Cottesloe, 
Lord Houghton, Mr. Robert Lowe, M.P., Sir T. F. Buxton, Bart., Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, Chevalier Charles de Scherzer, Sir Louis Pelly, Dr. 
Hooker, Admiral Ommanney, and Sir Bartle Frere. 

The Chairman, in proposing ‘“‘ The Prince and Princess of Wales and 
the rest of the Royal Family,’’ remarked that the Prince of Wales had 
been a great traveller, and was going to add to his knowledge of foreign 
countries by visiting India under the guidance of the late president, 
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Sir Bartle Frere. (Cheers.) The Duke of Edinburgh had seen probably 
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more of the globe than had three-fourths of the persons present. He 
had, moreover, accepted the position of honorary president of ths 
Society, and had expressed his readiness to take the chair on evenings 
when subjects connected with his profession were treated of. The Duke 
of Connaught also had been a great traveller, and had but just returned 
from an expedition to the Upper Nile. (Cheers.) 

“The Army, Navy, and Reserve Forces” was next given, and re- 
sponded to by General Rigby for the army, Admiral Ommanney for the 
navy, and the Duke of Manchester for the reserve forces. 

The President next gave “The health of the medalists, Lieutenants 
Payer and Weyprecht,” who had been awarded the medals for their 
discoveries made in the Tegethoff. Lieutenant Payer had lain dcewn a 
cape which he called Cape Vienna, in eighty-two degrces north latitude, 
the land furthest north as yet according to our knowledge. 

The Chevalier Charles de Scherzer returned thanks for his country- 
men, and added thanks for the frequent and important aids afforded 
him on his voyage round the world by the English Consuls in all 
parts. The Chevalier went on to allude to free trade, which he thought 
the true cure for the bad state of commerce, and concluded by the 
sentiment, “ Prosperity and welfare to the British nation, the noble link 
of the great Anglo-Saxon race.” 

Sir Bartle Frere gave “ Prosperity to the Universities—Oxford, 
Cambridge, and London,” coupled with the name of Mr. R. Lowe, of 
whom he might say that all would agree in thinking that that young 
giant, the University of London, could not have made a better choice 
than in selecting him for its representative. (Cheers.) 

Mr. R. Lowe said he thoroughly agreed with the last remark of Sir 
B. Frere, namely, that the University could not do better than con- 
tinue him as its representative. (Laughter.) The Geographical So- 
ciety was one which had his most sincere and hearty respect, for he 
thought it filled a want which ought to be supplied. We could tell 
the parallax of Sirius, but there was still a large portion of the surface 
of tko earth which was still unknown to us. Some gentlemen had 
spoken of the support afforded to societies like this, hut he (Ir. 
Lowe) could not call to mind that Goyernmoms gave them any support. 
(Laughter.) He thouglt that this Society ought to put before rich 
people thu Tame and glory to be gained by fitting out such expeditions 
as that to the Arctic regions. 

Sir Charles Nicholson gave “The British Colonies and the Geogra- 
phical Society,” for which Sir George Bowen returned thanks. 

Sir Bartle Frere proposed “The health of the President, Sir Henry 
Rawlinson.” The President, in returning thanks, said it was not 
altogether an easy matter to rule over 3,000 members. He could not 

manage it but for the help he received from the officers of the Society. 
He then proposed “The Travellers,” coupling with the toast the 
names of Mr. Forrest, the Australian explorer; Captain Chapman, lieu- 
tenant to Sir Douglas Forsyth in his Kashgar expedition ; and Sir 
Louis Pelly, each of whom returned thanks. 


SAGHALIEN. 

A letter from St. Petersburg to the North German Gazette explains 
at great length the value to Russia of the newly-acquired dependency, 
Saghalien, and gives some particulars of the island. It is, it appears, 
892 versts long (that is, about 600 miles) and 136 versts broad (that is, 
about ninety miles). At one place it is only twenty-five versats (about 
fifteen miles) broad. Its population is no more than about 15,000 souls, 
of whom 3,300 are Russians, but only fifty are Europeans or Americans. 
There isa Russian garrison of 600 at Dhui, which is the principal set- 
tlement in the island, and also some artillery. The object of maintain- 
ing this garrison, at any rate during summer, is not apparent, for the 
deported persons detained at Saghalien could not escape if they tried. 
The sea all round is far too dangerous. At the time of the Crimean 
War the garrison was removed to the Siberian continent. In winter 
the sea is frozen uver for the space of four months, and then the pas- 
sage to Siberia is effected by sledges drawn by dogs. Russia appears 
always to have had a hankering for Saghalien, long before its value asa 
colony was known. Indeed, it disputes the priority of occupation with 
the Japanese. In 1807 the Russian Lieutenant Choostoff formally took 
possession of it as a Russian dependency, but in 1813 the Russian 
Government declared that occupation invalid (non arenue). Since 
then Japan has gradually acquired possession of the southern half, 
whereas the northern has always been indisputably under Russian 
Government. There has been a good deal of friction between 
Russians and Japanese concerning the possession of the island, but, 
valuable or almost invaluable as it is to Russia, it would be 
useless to Japan, owing to the difference of climate. The Japan- 
ese cannot acrlimatise themselves in cold Saghalicn; to the Si- 
berians it seems like hcme. Saghalien, though at present extremely 
poor—there is but one merchant's firm settled in the island doing any 
business to speak of—is valuable by means of its rich coal mines. It 
has inexhaustible treasures of sea coal almost equalling the best New- 
castle, and also of anthracite, which is a very useful fucl. This fact 
alone would invest the island with importance as a site for a Russian 
naval station. But over and beyond this Saghalien holds a most en- 
viable tactical position. It commands and protects the mouth of the 
river Amoor, a channel of communication with a great future, and also 
the sea of Ochotzk. It is therefore all-important for Russia to have 
possession of it. Saghalien itself has no good harbours, but the sea of 
Ochotzk has the best that could be found on the earth, and Saghalien 
protects them. Russia possesses no such second opportunity for giving 
a secure and advantageous basis to its naval power. Otherwise Sagha- 
lien is not favoured by nature. Corn willripen only in a few sheltered 
valleys ; otherwise the climate is too severe, and much will have to be 
imported from the mainland. The game climatic influences hinder the 
breeding of cattle. But coal has, as observed, been found at numerous 
places. It is not known what guid pro quo the Czar has given for the 
possession of the valuable island, but it is not believed that Japan 
would have ceded its rights for nothing. 

The Daily Telegraph says :—What inducement operated with “te 
Japanese Government to surrender their moiety of the great Siberian 
island is not stated ; but the Mikado, or whoever transacted the affair, 
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must have known of the coalmines which render it so important ; and 
Saghalien forms a part of the Japanese Archipelago, so that there must 
have been, one would imagine, a “consideration.” The great difficulty 
with the Russian Navy has always been the want of suitable timber— 
the larch and fir woods which have been employed in building upon the 
Baltic and White Seas wear out very quickly in the fresh water—and 
we have not heard that Saghalien possesses iron. 
the Amoor are immense, although the trees are small, and we 
shall see this acquisition followed by a quick increase in the navy of 
Siberia. Before the time of Peter the Great Russia did not own a 
single port except Archangel, and possessed only one small vessel 
of war ; now she has six separate fleets—those of the Baltic, the Black 
Sea, the White Sea, the Amoor, the Aral, and the Caspian. Her 
latest settlement will give her the opportunity for a new development 
upon the wide waters of the Pacific, of which she is sure to make use; 
but it is with reference to Central Asia, China, and Japan that Saghalien 
is chicfly important. The Celestial Kingdom is certain to become more 
and more prominent in Asiatic politics ; its huge population is seething 
with the impulse of emigration like a hive of swarming bees ; its Go- 
vernment is at unce unsettled and arrogant; and China means, be it 
remembered, a fourth part of the whole human race. To and fro 
across the Pacific will pass the greatest commerce of future years when 
the Southern islands are all brought into civilisation, and the young 
Empires of Australasia open active relations with the Old World shores 
of India and the East. Saghalien will be useful in those days if Russia 
has not become to big to hold together as a separate country, and if 
the Government at St. Petersburg knows how to utilise the advantages 
which nature conceals behind the mists and snows of the Siberian coast. 
There is no reasen why we should envy the Czar the chilly acquisition 
which he has made; Russia civilises after a fashion, and breaks up the 
fallow of Asiatic heathenism—better, perhaps, than a finer implement. 
But there is much reason why our Foreign-office and its employés should 
watch and understand the course of these distant events, and they 
would be particularly well employed if they bore in mind the importance 
of the coal supply in connection with the future of trade and influence 


in these Pacific Seas. 
THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Consul West, in his report to the Foreign-office on the trade of Suen 
during last year, remarks :—“ This year has brought to a termination 
the work at the docks, which are now as complete as they are ever 
likely to be, as the necessity for them, with the exception of the dry- 
dock, is now hardly felt, and one quartcr of the money judiciously laid 
out at Suez would have been far more useful, and would have tended 
far more than the docks do to facilitate the local traffic, and conse- 
quently to develop the existing trade of the Red Sea. The number of 
vessels which pass through the Suez Canal continues slowly to increase, 
but to give a fair estimate of the increasing amount of traffic it is neces- 
sary to take the number of vessels and the total amount of gross ton- 
nage, as such was the measurement adopted throughout the whole of 
the year 1873. For the last eight months of the year 1874 the Canal 
dues were levied on the register tonnage of vessels at an almost invari- 
able rate of f.13 instead of f.10 per ton. The annexed statement, 
therefore, shows also, but approximately only, the register tonnage of 
vessels which entered the Canal during those last eight months, and 
from it the following conclusions may be drawn touching the result of the 
enforcement of the views of the International Commission during that 
period. In the course of the eight months ended Dec. 31, 1874, 812 
vessels entered the Suez Canal, representing a gross tonnage of 
1,600,892 tons, which, at f.10 per ton, would have produced f.16,008,920; 
or anet register tonnage of 1,087,989 tons, which, at £13 per ton, 
would have produced f. 14,145,857, making a difference of 512,903 tons, 
anda reduction to the company’s income of f.1,865,063, or £74,602 in 
the eight months. This return also leads to the conclusion that, for 
the years 1875, 1876, and 1877, the dues will probably remain as they 
now are, at f.13 per register ton, after which period, having attained 
the yearly total of 2,100,000 tons, should the traffic still continue to 
increase in the same proportion, an annual reduction of f.1 for every 
register ton may be expected, should no further modification of the 
Canal Dues intervene.” 

“No amelioration whatever,” remarks Consul West, “has taken 
place at Suez with respect to the filthy and neglected state of the town. 
The native population being no longer able to earn a livelihood by pro- 
viding the necessary supplies and shipping accommodation for the pil- 
grims, and the cffect of the Suez Canal having been to draw off all call 
for labour on the part of Europeans, there is now much dissatisfaction 
and even distress among the native inhabitants of the town, while, at 
the same time, they are subjected to very heavy local dues, from which, 
in former years, they were exempt ; which dues, although levied on 
the townspeople, go to the Egyptian treasury on a system of centrali- 
sition which is neither conducive to the improvement of the town nor 
to the comfort of its inhabitants. Such innovations are at all times 
attributed to European influence and ‘infidel’ principles, and the feel- 
ing they create towards Christians in gencral and Europeans in parti- 
cular is certainly not conciliatory. Religious manifestations are on the 
increase, and the feeling (such being the usual effect on the native 
mind of such a state of latent and morbid excitement) manifests itself 
in an overbearing and even at times threatening attitude on the part 
of the Moslems towards native Christians. It is true that there are 
always a certain number of men, military or naval, stationed at Suez, 
but whether such a force would tend to quell a disturbance or act in 
a contrary way is quite a matter of opinion, and must depend 
upon the views of the person in command of it. The prospect 
of a revival of trade at Suez would seem at present to hinge 
upon the desiro of the Khedive to foster its development, 

but so long as he wishes to retain the monopoly of the Red Sea 
trade in his own hands the prosperity of Suez will continue to be 
held in check. Suez might become an entrepot of increasing importance 
were facilities given at the new docks for such traffic. Vessels, not 
unfrequently, would land cargo here destined for Jedda, while cargo 
from the Red Sea Ports would be brought to Suez for the purpose of 
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‘further shipment to Europe on board vessels proceeding through the 


Canal. An ad valorem duty of 8 per cent. is leviable on all goods im- 
ported; the Treaty, however, stipulates that should such goods be 
exported within six months of the time of their being landed, seven- 
eights of the duty paid on them is to be refunded, leaving a transit 
duty of 1 per cent. only to the benefit of the Egyptian Custom-house. 
The disbursement of the 8 per cent. duty, in the firat instance, is suffi- 
cient, to deter people from landing their goods inthe country, while, 
at the same time, the prospect of a refund of any portion thereof, after 
the goods had been reshipped, would be very doubtful, as the machinery 
for meeting such a contingency does not exist. If the Egyptian Go- 
vernment were to erect suitable premises at the dock for the reception 
of such goods in bond under the simple payment of 1 per cent. duty, 
plus a moderate charge for store rent, I have little doubt that ere long 
they would be availed of, and Suez would probably become the em- 
porium of an increasing transhipment traffic, which, if it did little 
towards increasing the Viceroy’s revenue in a direct manner, would 
provide work for the natives, and be thus conducive to the prosperity 
of the place.” 


The Eastern Budget states that M. de Lesseps has again been in ne- 
gotiation with the Powers respecting the Canal dues. The revenue of 
the canal being now more than f.30,000,000 a year, the tariff should, 
according to the rule laid down by the International Commission, be 
lowered. M. de Lesseps, however, argues that a reduction of the dues 
is impossible, as extraordinary expenses will have to be incurred this 
year for the canal. The entrance at Port Said is to be deepened and 
otherwise improved ; the harbour at Lake Timsah must be enlarged, 
and the bend in the canal at Ramlej must be removed in order to 
facilitate the navigation. These works would alone cost at least 
£.30,000,000. M. de Lesseps has sent his son to Constantinople to con- 
tinue the negotiations on this question. 





THe Iron Trapt.—According to accounts from Wolverhampton 
-“ foreign competition was never severer. Belgian spike and bolt makers 
have just undersold Staffordshire by £8 a ton inan Eaxt Indian order, and 
by £5 a ton in a Finland order, while makers in Francc have shamefully 
beaten us im am order juat distributed by the London, Brighton, and 
South Coast Railway ; yet operatives here are demanding large conces- 
sions from employers.” Much the same story has been heard lately 
from various other centres of the trade; here and there there are partial 
exceptions, but, on the whole, there is a general complaint of inactivity, 
anda general impression that, to judge from the present aspect of 
affairs, the process of recovery will be slow. It might have 
been expected that the long duration of the strike in South Wales 
would have cleared the market; this, however, does not seem 
to have been the case ; the “ make” is still ahead of the demand, and 
from one place we even hear “it is feared whether the manufactured 
iron trade will not be disadvantageously affected by the recommence- 
ment of work in Wales.” The rate at which competition has been 
overtaking us may be estimated from 2 single example—that of the 
United States, where the production of iron has been quadrupled within 
the last twenty years. Mr. Lowthian Bell, late President of the Iron 
and Steel Institute of Great Britain, recently stated before the Society 
the results of his visit to the iron mines and iron works of the United 
States, and the principal results of his observations are so instructive 
as to merit more attention than, perhaps, at the moment they received. 


Russia IN THE Far East.—At last week’s conference of the Society of 
Arts a paper was read by the Rev. J. Long on “ The Russian Advance 
in Central Asia, and its Aspects, Commercial and Social, toward India 
and the East.” The chief topics dwelt on were:the importance of 
maintaining good relations between England and Russia in the East, 
the danger from their proximity that threatened to disturb those re- 
lations ; the social influences of Russia as a slave or semi-oriental 
Power in the East, and its gradual effects in undermining the false civil- 
isation of Mohammedanism ; the feudal influences of Asiatic chieftains, 
and the necessity of England regarding Indian questions from an 
oriental as well as an imperial point. Information derived from Rus- 
sian sources was given, and the past commercial relations between 
Russia and the East and on the proposed railway to unite Eastern China 
with Russia, v7@ Mongolia and Central Asia, along the ancient trade 
route of the Black and Caspian Seas. The recent concession of a 
Tiflis and Teheran railway will facilitate this, and also serve as a basis 
for extending a railway line to the Indian frontier. The danger of 
the two great empires drifting into collision is so manifest and appal- 
ling, that it behovas us to be up and doing in all earnestness and with- 
out delay. 


Dr. Gunpert’s Malayalam dictionary, which has just been published 
at Mangalore, on the Malabar coast of India, is asuperbly-printed work, 
the Malayalam characters being rendered more clearly and uniformly 
than they have, perhaps, ever before, except in Dr. Burnell’s subsequent 
pamphlets. It would be superfluous to praise the work, which is sim- 
ply the result of the life-long labours of one of the ablest Orientalists 
who have made India their home. Dr. Gundert has done as much for 
Malayalam as Mr. C. P. Brown has for Telugu, Mr. Molesworth for 
Mahratti, Dr. Caldwell for the Dravidian languages, Mr. Hodgson for 
the Himalayan dialects, and Mr. Beames for the Prakrits. 


THE GEOGRAPHICAL CONGRESS AT Paris.—Lord Derby, in reply to 
Lord Houghton, stated that the Government had intimated to the 
Geographical Society their willingness to name as Commissioner to the 
approaching Geographical Exhibition at Paris any person whom that 
society might name, on the understanding. that no expense was on that 
account to be borne by the public Exchequer. The Geographical 
Society did not think right to uccept that offer, and he understood that 
they were now about to send out a gentleman on their own uccount. 


With reference to the collision between the Fusing and the Ocean wo 
learn by telegram that the Supreme Court of Shanghai has decided that 
the damages should be equally divided. 
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THE WESTERN CHINA EXPEDITION. 

THE Duke of ARGYLL, as long as he was at the India- 
office, steadily resisted all the pressure put upon him to 
charge his Government with the responsibility and expense 
of surveying a trade-route across the Burmese frontier 
through the hill-tribes into China. And, now that dis- 
aster tas overtaken Mr. MARGARY, there are, doubtless, 
many who will maintain that the Duke was right. Be that 
as it may, it is too late to balance the chances of success 
against the risks of failure ; to compare and examine the 


competing routes towards the same goal; or to 
the value of the possible trade which might be at- 


tracted from Sze-chuan to Bhamo. So far as our in- 
formation at present extends, our Government is taking 
the right course to avenge Mr. MARGARY’S death. Two 
of the English officials in China — competent men 
both—are to proceed with a Chinese Commission into 
Yunnan, and carry out an inquiry into the outrage on 
the spot, in order that the offenders may be punished. 
What the Peking authorities would like best, if they 
were not ashamed to say se, would be to drag up 
five or six criminals from Yunnan, execute them as the 
nominal authors of poor MARGARyY’s death, and pay 
£50,000 compensation to the murdered man’s family ; the 
British Government on its side tacitly acknowledging the 
folly of wandering in search of roads among untameable 
bloodthirsty mountaineers, and desisting for ever from at- 
tempts to interfere with that valued Chinese monopoly— 
that jealously-guarded treasure—the trade into Thibet. 
But Chinese ways are not English ways ; we cannot allow 
anybody to be done to death without preliminary in- 
“quiry ; so let us hope that Messrs. GROSVENOR and CoL- 
BORNE BABER will get at the truth of the matter, and 
see retribution brought home to the really guilty parties. 
That the King of Birma had any hand in the disaster we 
discredit. Pecuniarily it is all to his advantage to draw 
commerce down through his realms. He has everything 
to dread from the displeasure of Great Britain, and he at 
least knows our power, and that he is not too far off for 
us to deal with him. Moreover, just now, when a dispute 
has been brewing about a bit of frontier line, to plant a 
treacherous outrage upon our survey party would not 
be exactly the course to secure a friendly and advan- 
tageous settlement. LEE SIE, the Chinese general, sig- 
nificantly so called, is announced as a recent visitor 
at Mandalay, the bearer of despatches from Peking. 
This mountain chief commands one of those border-tribes 
which the Chinese treat with a long-settled policy, and 
have entirely under their control. Useful men these frontier 
hill-men have always proved themselves to their Celestial 
patrons as stop-gaps to intrusion from ‘the West, and it 
was LEE SIE'S nephew, so at least we believe, who 
headed the attack on Colonel BROWNE. Of course LEE 
SrE has since shown himself at Mandalay, and tried, by 
“‘ despatches from Peking,” to compromise the King of 
BirMA. If he had been acting all along under Burmese, 
and not under Chinese, orders we may be quite sure that 
he would done precisely the reverse; if the KING and he 
really laid the plot, LEE Sie would be skulking in his 
native jungle, and the King of BirMA would be protesting 
that he was a wild desperado, outside Burmese jurisdiction, 
and that the whole blame must be laid at his door. 
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We feel very sure that whatever took place was en- 
tirely under secret instructions from China; the King 
of Birma’s complicity is merely a blind ; the efforts of 
the Chinese officials will be exerted to conceal the truth, 
to raise doubts as to who ought really to be blamed, so 
that in the end no one may be punished. Thus the evidence 
provided at the local inquiry will all go to show that the 
attack was made by a few misguided savages, independent 
in their hill-fastnesses, and out of reach ; while skilful at- 
tempts will all the while be resorted to that the current 
of suspicion may drift towards the Burmese Government. 
In the end, some one or other may possibly be 
punished ; if nothing else serves, the local mandarin 
can be temporarily degraded, and there will of course be a 
pecuniary compensation paid; but the moral which the 
Chinese will seek to instil into our minds all through the 
proceedings is that no more foolhardy attempts should be 
made to pierce the jungles of these savage tribes. We 
sincerely hope that our Government will accept no such 
doctrine. Even if the undoubtedly great commercial 
interests at stake in this question are not sufficient induce- 
ment to us to persist in the work we have already taken in 
hand, we cannot afford to let the Chinese statesmen beat 
us by a resort to unscrupulous devices. Every check we 
submit to carries with it a loss of prestige, and whatever 
we lose in prestige must be made up for, sooner or later, 
by more costly and more forcible means. Successfu]_in--- 
this instance, the Chinese will assuredly-try the same game 
on us elsewhere whow-the occasion arises, and consequently 

nave but one statesmanlike and honourable course open 
to us—let a second expedition be at once set on foot to 
carry out the original instructions. We shall succeed this 
time, first, because those in charge of the party will not 
be so blindly and incautiously trustful of the natives and 
their friendly assurances; secondly, because when the 
Peking Government really sees that we are not to be de- 
terred, that we really mean to carry the matter through, 
they will hardly think it worth while again to try and 
upset the train by laying a stone on the rail; or, in plain 
language, by sending a cowardly handful of ignorant sa- 
vages to cut down one of the party when off his guard. 
To resume operations as soon as the cold season arrives is 
the one thing to be done; and as we notice a telegram 
—which, by the way, needs confirmaticn—that Colonel 
BROWNE has gone up to Shanghai, we may hope that the 
object of his journey is to consult with Mr. WADE, and 
make the arrangements necessary for a fresh expedition. 
Mr. ELtAs and Mr. ALLEN are said to be waiting orders at 
Rangoon. We cannot take leave of this subject without 
again dwelling on the importance—should any overland 
route to China be seriously contemplated—of strengthening 
our control over independent Burmah and her tributary 
Karen tribes. Great Britain alone can keep the road open, 
in a condition for traffic, free from robbers, and with no 
border chieftains to levy dues on commodities from stage 
to stage. Great Britain must, so to speak, take the road 
with her up to the Chinese frontier, and must, therefore, 
occupy, herself, a strip of territory sufficient for that pur. 
pose. Above all, we must urge that the commission stipu- 
lates that the original intentions of the expedition be car- 
ried out. 

CHINESE ATTACK UPON KASHGAR. 

IT seems somewhat extraordinary that no definite and 
positive information should be in the hands of H.M.’s Go- 
vernment respecting the supposed intention of the Chinese 
to attack Kashgar, of which rumours are current both in 
Europe and in the Far East. Iu reply to a question put to 
him on the subject in the House of Commons by Sir C. 
DILKE, Lord G. HAMILTON, speaking on behalf of the India- 
office, stated a few nights ago that all the information 
which his department had, other than that which had been 
published in the newspapers, was contained in letters from 
Mr. SHAW, an officer on special duty at Kashgar, which 
had been forwarded in recent despatches from the Indian 
Government. In his first communication Mr. SHAW re- 
marked that there appeared to be no immediate apprehen- 
cion of a Chinese invasion, and in his second that it was 
currently reported that some chiefs had sent to the AMEER 
asking for assistance against Chinese attacks. This is all 
that our Government has to tell us on a not unimportant 
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matter, for, in answering another part of Sir C. DILKE’S 
question, Lord G. HAMILTON further stated that he had re- 
ferred to the Foreign-office, and had ascertained that that 
department “had received no information relative to a 
‘Chinese attack upon the dominions of the Ameer of 
‘ KASHGAR, and that no instructions had been sent to 
“ Peking.” We are bound to say that this strikes us as a 
little odd, for surely some trustworthy intelligence might 
have been procured at Peking at the expenditure of a very 
small amount of diplomatic ability and energy on the part 
‘of our representative. As regards Mr. SHAW’S communica- 
tions, his second statement may possibly be explained by the 
St. Petersburg telegram of May 11, which informed us, on 
the authority of the Turkestan Gazette, that the Chinese com- 
mander-in-chief, with the forces under his orders operating 
inst Kashgar, was expected to reach Shikho at the be- 
ginningof April, in order to besiege Manasse, and that at the 
same time another body of Chinese troops would commence 
operations against Urumtsi. Judging by all that we have 
recently been able to glean respecting the position of 
affairs in Eastern Turkistan, it seems a fair inference that 
the chiefs to whom Mr. SHAW alludes are those of the 
Tungans, who form the mainstay of YAkooB KHAN’S 
wer on the side of China. It will be within the recol- 
ection of our readers that we called attention to this very 
phase of the matter even before the arrival of the above- 
mentioned telegrams from St. Petersburg, our words being, 


ae It is stated that the troops stationed at Barkul and Hami 
‘‘ will soon be set in motion against Keehgar, while others 


“ are preparing to march against the Tungans of Umruwi 
‘© and Manasse.” Under all the circumstances of the case, 
and presuming, of course, that the Russian sources of in- 
formation are trustworthy, it seems inevitable that some 
severe collision must take place during the present summer 
between the armies of Kashgar and China, and who can 
foretel what will be the result ? 


THE CESSION OF SAGHALIEN. 

A FORTNIGHT ago we published a telegram from St. 
Petersburg to the effect that a convention had been signed 
there, by which Japan had agreed to cede to Russia 
her portion of the island of Saghalien, but no mention 
was made of the terms on which the cession had been 
made. Sir C. DILKE, however, who takes a very 
useful interest in matters relating to the Far East, has 
put a question on the subject in the House of Commons to 
the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and has 
elicited definite information as to what at first sight ap- 
peared a one-sided and rather mysterious contract. Accord- 

-ing to Mr. BourKE’s reply, the Japanese Minister in 
London has informed our Government that by the Con- 
vention of May 7 Japan is to receive in exchange for 
her portion of Saghalien the Kurile Islands, eighteen in 
number, which lie to the north of Japan. We think that 
the Japanese have exercised a wise Ascretion in consent- 
ing to give up to Russia their rights, whether supposed or 
real, over the southern part of this long, straggling island, 
for the joint occupation of it by the two Powers must 
inevitably have led in the long run to difficulties and com- 
plications between them, the result of which it would not 
be a hard matter to forecast. Besides these prudential 
reasons, Saghalien is so placed as regards the Amoor ter- 
ritory that it certainly seems more natural and convenient 
that both should belong to the same Power. That the 
Russians will turn the island to much better account than 
the Japanese would ever have done there cannot be 
much doubt, and we already hear that its extensive coal- 
fields are to be worked by Russian engineers and miners, 
and that it is intended to employ for this purpose a 

number of the convicts from Siberia. As regards 
her new possessions, the Kurile Islands, which extend 
from the northern shores of Yesso, across the mouth of 
the Sea of Okhotsk, to the Kamtschatka peninsula, it is 
not so easy to see what use they will be to Japan, but we 
suppose that it was only seemly that she should have a 

‘o quo, and that Russia felt she could safely surrender 
them without doing herself any injury. 





A STATEMENT has appeared in the City article of the 
Daily Telegraph to the effect that a Bill would be presented 
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to the National Assembly of France with a view of annulling 
the contract and subsidy for the various mail services now 
performed by the Messageries Maritimes. The expectation 
is that a much lower rate of subsidy will be established. 
The statements and figures put forward are all more or 
less erroneous ; in the first place the Bill is a private one, 
presented by M. GUICHARD, and not by the Finance Mi- 
nister on behalf of the Government. The contract with 
the Government does not cease in July next, but at that 
time it is open to “notice” or revision. The comparisons 
made between the Messageries and the P. and O. Company 
are manifestly too absurd to require any refutation. As 
usual, the Daily Telegraph has drawn its own sensational 
conclusions, and stated them as facts. 


THE report of the Directors of the P. and O. Company, 
which will be found in another column, announces that the 
working of the service for the half-year does not warrant the 
payment of any interim dividend. We are not surprised 
at this, and shareholders who are familiar with the ruling 
rates of freight to the East, will be able to appreciate the 
enormous reduction in the earnings of the company, and 
will commend the conduct of the Directors in postponing 
the question of dividend. 
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THE P. AND 0. COMPANY. 

The P. and O. Company’s Report, to be presented at the 
meeting on June 8, states :— 

qpe directors regret to state that the result of the operations of the 
half-year 18 les» favuureble ihan it hoa heen for many yoara. After 
deducting from rever.ue the current expenditure, and after making 
the usual reserves for depreciation and insurance, there remains a 
profit on the working accuunt, but not such as to justify the directors 
in recommending the payment of an interim dividend at the ensuing 
meeting. The causes which have led to this diminished profit are, 
first, reductions in the mail subsidies ; secondly, and more particularly, 
a deficiency in receipt on the Company’s lines to and from Bombay. 
With regard to the first of these circuinstances, the directors have in 
previous reports explained that the Australian subsidy is £40,000 per 
annum less than formerly, and that the Imperial subsidy is £20,000 per 
annum leas, besides being now subject to deductions for heavy penal- 
ties for delay arising from bad weather and other causes of detention 
over which the Company has no control. The result is a diminution 
under the head of Subsidy in the revenue for the six months ended 
31st March, 1875, amounting to £22,000 as compared with the same 
period of 1874. The falling off in the earnings of the Company's Bombay 
Lines, outwards and homewards, as compared with the same period of 
1874, is more serious, and to account for the unfavourable position of 
this Service, it is necessary to give some particulars of its working. 

As most cf the proprietors are aware, the Company maintains a 
weekly communication between Bombay and London, with a branch 
service to Brindisi and Venice. The bulk of the Bombay trade, taking 
the outward as well as the homeward business, is compressed into the 
period from October to April ; and during the other five months of 
the year, from May to September, the shipments from either side are 
generally of a limited character, and the number of passengers small. 
It follows that the Company’s steamers must run at a loss during this 
latter season of the year, when it is no uncommon thing for the steamers 
to be only half full of cargo, and to have but ten or twelve passengers 
on board. Against the loss thus incurred the Postal Subsidy can only 
be a partial sct off. The busy scason is therefore expected to leave such 
a profit as to recoup the loss entailed during the other months uf the 
year ; but during the past busy season the freights have been consider- 
ably lower than at any former period. 

It will convey some idea of the condition of this trade to state, that 
outward freights from London to Bombay were seldom more than 25s. 
per ton between October and March this year,and that frequently 
steamers competing with the company were receiving goods in Liver- 
pool at rates equivalent to 15s. per ton free on board at that port. A 
rate of 25s. in London only leaves 15s. for the 6,000 miles voyage to 
Bcmbay after deducting the charge for passing the Company's Steam- 
ers through the Suez Canal. But even at this freight it was frequently 
impossible to fill up the vessels, and when this could be foreseen the 
vacant space in the holds was filled with coals. 

With regard to homeward freights from Bombay the comparison with 
last year also shows an unfavourable result. The Company has had to 
accept on the average about 20s. per ton lower freight than for the 
corresponding six months of 1873-1874, and tho rate was then low. 
Upon the cargo tonnage despatched by the Company from Bombay in 
this period this depreciation represents a heavy amount. It may cause 
surprise that a trade of this kind has been carried on by private ship- 
owners. But the fact is, that very few of the vessels competing with 
the Company on the Bombay line can be considered as regular traders. 
They are to a great extent chartered on speculation by European and 
Native firms to bring home cotton, and whatever loss they sustain is 
probably widely divided. A further disadvantage with which the Com- 

y had to contend last season was that the Austrian Lloyd's Company 
of Trieste, andthe Rubattino Company of Genoa, respectively supported 
by the Austrian and Italian Governments, each ran a fortnightly line to 
Bombay during the four best passenger and cargo months of the year, 
namely, from January to April, and reduced their service to a monthly 
line when trade became slack. This arrangement necessarily interfered 
with the Company’s freights, but as far as the passenger trade was 
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concernej, which these lines might be expected to affect, it is satis- 
factory to note that the voupeny took on the whole more passengers 
from Bombay than during the corresponding period of the previous 
year. On the Company’s other lines there have been some variations, 
and there has been a genera] want of elasticity everywhere, owing to a 
prevalent dulness in trade ; but the loss or gain in the other branches 
of the Company’s operations, besides those above indicated, would not 
have materially affected the profit and logs account for the period in 
question. 

The Behar has been sold in Japan ; and the Candia, built in 1854, 
being no longer suited for the Company's requirements, has been dis- 
pee of. ‘The Deccan has received new engines and boilers of 600 

orse-power, constructed by Messrs. Hawthorn and Co., of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, and in addition to a thorough overhaul of her hull, a large 
poop has been added to the veasel by Palmer’s Shipbuilding Company, 
which increases the cargo capacity by 500 tons. The Deccan has re- 
turned from her first voyage to Calcutta after these alterations, and 
the result shows that the new engines effect a daily saving of twenty 
tons of coals, while maintaining the same rate of speed as before. The 
Poonah has also been fitted with new engines, which are duplicates of 
those supplied to the Deccan, and by the same engineers, and has re- 
turned from Newcastle to Sunderland in order to finish the shipwrights' 
work connected with the lengthening of the vessel 80 feet, which has 
been successfully completed by Mr. James Laing since the date of the 
last Report. These alterations will enable the hip to carry 1,000 tons 
additional cargo, and sixty more first-class passengers than she did 
formerly, and she is expected to be ready for sea in July. 

The China, after receiving new boilers, has been at work since Janus 
ary last, and her performances are satisfactory. The Bangalore has re- 
cently been placed in the hands of Messrs. Denny and Co., to have her 
engines compounded and to receive the addition of a poop, which will 
considerably increase her freight capacity and improve her passenger ac- 
comimodation. The Directors have entered into a contract with Messrs. 
Humphreys and Tennant to supply the Travancore with new engines 
and boilers of 400-horse power, which will increase the speed and capa- 
city of that vessel and, at the same time, materially reduce her con- 


sumption of fuel. With the same object a contract has been entered 
into with Messrs. Tamaa Howden and Ov., uf Ghisyuw, tO supply new 


engines of 450-horse power to the Tanjore. These contracts are for 
engines and boilers of the newest and most economical type. That 
such improvements are also absolutely necessary has been repeatedly 
pointed out in former reports. 

MAIL AND GENERAL SERVICES, 

Under this head the directors are enabled tw report the safe naviga- 
tion of the Company's steamers, during a winter of such severity 
as has not been experienced for many years. That some damage 
should be suffered by the Company’s fleet under such circumstances 
might almost be anticipated, particularly as the new contract, with its 
absolute penalties, requires the utmost efforts to be made in posecut- 
ing the voyages under all conditions of weather. The directors are, 
however, happy to state that no damage has been sustained of such 
consequence as to entail a charge on tho Proprietora’ Underwriting Ac- 
count. 

Home AND FOorREIGN ESTABLISHMENTS. 

In their last report the directors fully explained the circumstances 
which had necessitated two important changes in the working of the 
Company, viz.: the adoption of the Suez Canal route for the main lines 
to India, and the substitution of London for Southampton as the ter- 
minus of these lines. In pursuance of these alterations, the directors 
have since effected considerable reductions in their establishments, 
more particularly at Southampton and at Alexandria and Suez. The 
double mode of working the Company’s traffic, both by canal and rail- 
way, still necessitates a considerable staff in Egypt, but it is estimated 
that the cost of the establishments hitherto maintained in that country 
will be diminished by nearly £10,000 per annum. At Southampton 
the establishment has been reduced toa minimum, and the saving there 
effected will not be less than £12,000 per annum in all departments. 
In carrying out this duty, the directors have had to assume the pain- 
ful task of dispensing with the services of old and faithful officers, 
some of whom had been more than thirty years in the Company's em- 
ployment. In dealing with such cases, the directors have granted 
either gratuities or pensions calculated upon a scale adopted in similar 
cases by various joint-stock companies in this City, and they trust 
that their action in this respect will meet with the approval of the pro- 
prietors. 

The directors consider it right to mention, more particularly, the 
case of Mr. Andrew Lamb, the Company’s Superintending Engineer, to 
whom, subject to the approval of the proprietors, they have granted a 
retiring allowance of £500 per annum, being at the rate of half the 
salary which he had received for many years. Mr. Lamb was not only 
the practical Engineering Superintendent at Southampton, but he had 
a general charge for more than thirty years of that department through- 
out the Company. In that capacity he held one of the most important 
offices in the service, and he also acted as the referee of the Board 
on all questions connected with machinery. His career in this Com- 
pany dates from its foundation, he having previously served in the 
same position in the Peninsular Company, and the Board now gladly 
take this opportunity of recording their high appreciation of his merits, 
and his unflagging zeal for the interests of the proprietors. 

Consequent on the radical change in the service of running the main 
lines vid the Sucz Canal, the majority of the ships will in future have 
their wages paid and be stored and repaired in this country instead of in 
India as hitherto. Although this alteration was foreseen and provided for 
to a certain extent before the Canal Contract was arranged by reductions 
at the principal foreign agencies, such as Calcutta, Hong Kong and 
Bombay, the directors have still important changes in progress both 
on shore and afloat, in addition to those now specified. Such 
ehanges must necessarily occupy some time in being carried out, anda 
longer period must elapse before their effect can be felt in the financial 
working of the Company. But as the object is to concentrate as far as 
possible the expenditure of the Company in this country, instead of its 
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being spread throughout the East, as has hitherto been inevitably the 
case, and also to put that expenditure more on a level with an Euro- 
pean than an Indian service, the divectors trust hereafter to report an 
improvement in the Company's position arising from these arrange 
ments.

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THE MESSAGERIES MARITIMES SERVICE. 

The following is the statement in the Daily Telegraph to 
which we allude in another column :— 

It may be some consolation to the P. and O. Company, under 
the unfavourable circumstances stated in the report they have 
just issued, to learn that one at least of the rival lines trading 
to the East is likely to lose much of the peculiar advantage it 
has hitherto enjoyed in the possession of an enormous subsidy. 
It appears that the French Government has presented to the 
Assembly a Bill to terminate the contract with the Messageries 
Company for the conveyance of the mails in the Mediterranean 
and the Black Sea, as well as to lu. ‘ta and China, the right to 
take this course coming into operation on the 22nd of July 
next. The preamble of the Rill, as we lea. from the Paris 
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correspondence of the Hconomist, makes a comparison between 
the contract of the P. and O. Company with the English Govern- 
ment, and that of the Messageries with the French Govern- 
ment. The former, for a service of 1,171,092 miles, receives 
£430,000, while the latter, for 631,514 miles, or little more than 
half the distance, is paid, at present, exactly £399,838. The 
rofits of the companies were in the same proportion—thus 
in 1873 those of the Messageries amounted to 19 per cent., 
of which 9 per cent. went to the shareholders aaa 10 per 
cent. to reserve, which at the end of that year amounted to 
£2,320,000, for a capital of £2,400,000 only ; while the English 
company had never until the last two years made profit of 
more than 6 per cent., and had only a reserve of £400,000, in- 
cluding that for insurance. Accordingly it is proposed to put the 
mail services performed by the Messageries up for tender, satis- 
factory results having accrued from a similar course in other 
cases ; and, moreover, the reduction of the subvention is expected 
to do good by opening theway to a healthy rivalry in the carrying 
trade to the East. Should M. Léon Say have the opportunity of 
seeing the last report of the P. and O. Company he will find addi- 
tional grounds for declining tocontinue the paymentof extravagant 
subsidies. Whatever reason there may originally have been in foster- 
ing this particular maritime enterprise, it is now clearthat thegrant 
of aheavy bonus for other than services rendered in the convey- 
ance of mailsonly tempts the subventioned company tocarry goods 
at rates that are ruinous to private traders. By cutting down 
the subsidy to an amount fairly equivalent to ‘the work done, 
the French Government will accomplish an important adminis- 
trative economy, and the motives to indulgence in extreme com- 
tition will be taken away, since the duty of the Messageries 
irectors to their shareholders will then oblige them to seek 
freight un torma that will at least yield a small profit, even 
although, as is not unlikely, that ond should only be obtainable 
by a transfer of shipping facilities from one market to another 
lees overstocked. 


Monetary avd Commercial. 





The report of Reuter’s Telegram Company for the vear ending 
3lst December last states that the net profits, after payment of 
current charges, writing off bad delits, and deducting rebate on 
unexpired subscriptions, amount to £6,330, including £245 
brought forward from the last account. The usual interim divi- 
dend of 24 per cent. was paid in October last, and the directors 
now declare a further dividend of 8s. per share, equivalent to 5 
per cent., free of income-tax, making a total distribution of 74 
per cent. for the year. 

In consequence of the continued rumours in regard to the sta- 
bility of Messrs. David Sassoon,Sons, and Co.,of London, Bombay, 
and China, the partners have announced that they are prepared 
to retire all their acceptances. This will assuredly be a complete 
answer to the rumours, and the partners have acted wisely in 
stopping the injurious reports which have been current for some 
weeks. 


The suspension is announced of Mr. Alfred E. Westbeech, 
of Fenchurch-street, merchant, with liabilities amounting to 
£75,000, of which it is expected about £40,000 will run off or be 
covered by securities. The value of the assets cannot yet be 
ascertained. The business has been in existenceseventeen years, 
and the failure is stated to have been occasioned by the rapid 
fall inprices in China. 

A meeting of the creditors of Stephen Henry Emmens, of 
8, Old Jewry, merchant and banker, trading as Emmens Brothers 
and Co., was held Thursday at the Cannon-str2et Hotel, when 
a statement of his affairs was submitted and read by Mr. James 
Cooper, of the firm of Johnstone, Cooper, Wintle, and Co., 
public accountants. The liabilities were stated at £89,000, with 
assets, principally in mines and shares (subject to realisation) 
amounting to £109,000. Liquidation by arrangement was re- 
solved upon, and Mr. Cooper was appointed trustee to act with 
a committee of inspection chosen from the general body of credi-
